Hous e committee probes

There is much more to running a 
dairy than just m ilking cows. 
Dairymen must also watch the price 
of grain and hay, importing of dairy 
products, and the cost of tran­ 
sporting grain to the West Coast. 
These were some of the problems 
discussed Friday when a House of 
Representatives dairy subcommit­ 
tee held a public hearing at the On­ 
tario City Hall. 


The committee continues tne hear­ 
ing today in Fresno where more 
testimony will be received from 
those associated with the dairy in­ 
dustry. 


Receiving testimony Friday were 
Rep James Jeffords. R-Vt... Hep 
Jim Lloyd. D-35th Dist., and Rep. 
George Brown. D-36th Dist. The 
*’r>i>mbers reported they were going 
to various dairy communities to get 
a better perspective of the dairy in­ 
dustry and its problems. 
Information received will be used 
when specific legislation is being 


proposed, they added 
C onsum er 
in te re s t 
w as 
represented at the session by Arline 
Matthews, chairman of American 
Consumers Together and founder of 
a recent meat boycott. 
She criticized both the dairy and 
poultry industries for “ dumping 
products to keep up the prices. 
When they dump and destroy food, 
we do not have an excess supply. We 
have hungry people. It should not 
only be immoral but also illegal to 
dump products when people are 
hungry.“ she said. 


Mrs Matthews also attacked the 
minimum pricing law for dairy 
products by recalling that a market 
manager couldn t sell butter at a 
reduced price without facing a fine 
ior each pound purchased. 


“ It appears we have price fixing in 
this particular industry. We have 
made this legal. 
Jay Goold, executive vice presi­ 
dent of 
the C a lifo rn ia M ilk 
Producers, focused on the milk 
producers problem s 
when 
he 


testified that many dairymen are 
now struggling for survival. 
As one reason for this, he noted 
that within the past few days, 
dairymen have received notices 
from grain companies that the price 
of grain is increasing again this week 
bv $10 to $15 a ton. 
He also reported that California is 
a grain deficit state and depends on 
imports from other areas to meet 
livestock demands. “ Being a deficit 
state, we find ourselves with a tran­ 
sportation rate problem 
“ We believe many of the old stand­ 
by methods of freight rate setting 
must be reviewed and that California 
livestock and dairy producers must 
receive more equitable treatment 
under the freight rate setting 
mechanism 
Goold also urged that “ outdated 
estate tax laws be revised to ease the 
transfer of the business enterprise 
within the family. 
•We see maintenance of family 
dairying as the most important 
single factor which will help con­ 
tribute to the viability of the in­ 


dustry," he added. 
Roy Camblin, San Bernardino 
County's agriculture commissioner, 
said the county’s dairy industry 
leads the nation in gross milk 
production w ith 1974 incom e 
reaching $151 million. 
The average size dairy here has 400 
milk cows and $485,000 valuation.he 
said. 
Camblin said his office urged that 
the dairy industry be nurtured and 
encouraged as food and open space 
are increasing important factors in 
California and the United States. 


He also noted this broad tax-base 
industry with its small demand for 
services is an important fiscal factor 
for all the citizens. “ Suburbs do not 
pay their way. Industry must be 
counted upon to make up the 
deficits.” 
John D. Aalberts. president of the 
Pacific Dairymen. Inc., reported 
dairy farmers have been hit hard 
during the past several years by in­ 
flation that has plagued all segments 
of the economy. And he reported 


government actions have made dairy 
farmers' efforts to cope with this in­ 
flation difficult or impossible. 
He cited the importing of dairy 
products as one major problem area. 
Aalberts said his association did not 
share the view of relying on foreign 
production of basic manufactured 
dairy products as this would create 
uncertain fluid milk supplies caused 
by depressed prices for the neces­ 
sary reserve milk. 
“ It would no doubt spell economic 
doom to many dairy farmers and in 
the long run. higher prices to the con­ 
sumers for manufactured dai.y 
products. 
• The need to convert this neces­ 
sary reserve milk into manufactured 
dairy products is causing our dairy 
farmer members deep concern about 
future trade talks and the possibility 
of a trade-off of a major segment of 
the American market for dairy 
products in exchange for some 
hoped-for advantage for other 
American commodities.

In a response filed by the 
state attorney general’s of­ 
fice on behalf of President 
Robert Kramer of Cal Po­ 
ly. the university admitted 
Hammond is an academic 
employe, had full pro­ 
fessor status effective 
Sept. 14. 1970. and was en­ 
titled to tenure status as a 
full professor for more 
than three years 
Hammond, a Claremont 
resident, has been assigned 
to a position in the counsel­ 
ing department. He said 
his attorneys would con­ 
tinue legal action against 
the university for re­ 
assignment to a teaching 
position preferably in the 
b e h a v io ra l scie n ce s 
department. 
Controversy over the 
Urban Affairs Center and 
its director surfaced in 
e a rly 
1975 when the 
Affirmative Action Ad Hoc 
Committee presented a 
report to the college 
supporting 
retention of 
both 
The committee, a 
group of students and 
community representa­ 
tives organized in August 
1974 to investigate harass­ 
ment of minority faculty 
and administrators, pre- 
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sented 
information and 
documents as evidence 
that Hammond had ful­ 
filled the conditions and 
qualifications of his job. 
When college adminis­ 
trators re-affirmed the 
elimination of the UAC and 
the firing of its director, 
students and citizens in the 
valley organized to over­ 
turn the decision through 
community pressure. 
Although the ad hoc com­ 
mittee pointed out that 
Hammond was hired in a 
job description and salary 
rank of full professor and 
should therefore be re-as­ 
signed to a teaching posi­ 
tion. university represen­ 
tatives remained adamant. 
After numerous con­ 
tinuances, the matter has 
been settled legally and 
Hammond is now on 
campus as an employe. 
“ I accepted the counsel­ 
ing position with the under­ 
standing that I will take 
legal action seeking a 
teaching position,’ 
said 
Hammond. “ I w ill not 
change my status. I am a 
full professor at the univer­ 
sity. That's what I applied 
for and that’s what I ex­ 
pect to get 
Hammond pointed out 
that he had not raised the 
issue of prejudice in the 
original suit. However, in 
the continued legal action. 
“ I am raising it because 
now it is obvious. 1 want to 
continue my academic re­ 
search and teaching. Black 
and white students should- 
be exposed to me as a full 
professor, not merely as 
someone whose office you 
walk into and say 1 have a 
problem."

Albert H.B., a Kentucky-bred, has 
now earned $34,575 for owner Wynn 
Williams in his first season of com­ 
petition The Foothill score was 
worth $6.600 from a gross purse of

In other action on the opening day 
program, apprentice rider Sam 
Semkin won with his first Pomona 
mount. Me No Savvy in the eighth 
race.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Dusty

2-1 Friday night. 
Baker's homer staked the Braves 
to a 1-0 lead in the second inning. 
They made it 2-0 with an unearned 
run in the third, the result of an error 
by Dodgers first baseman Steve 
Garvev and Baker's RBI single. 
Niekro. 15-12, lost his shutout in 
the seventh on Dave Lopes’ sacrifice 
fly. An error by Darrell Evans led to 
the run. 
Niekro struck out three and walked 
two in pitching his 13th complete 
game. 
Don Sutton, 16-13, took the loss, 
failing for the seventh time to record 
his 17th victory. He suffered a slight­ 
ly sprained ankle and left the game 
after pitching six innings. He turned 
the ankle while running out a double 
in the third inning. 


After Baker’s second-inning 
homer, Vic Correll singled with two 
out but was stranded when Larvell 
Blanks flied out. 
In the third inning, leftfielder Lee 
Lacy’s strong throw to the plate to 
nail Marty Perez cut down what 
would have been the Braves’ third 
run. 
In the fifth, Evans walked after 
two were out and Dave May singled 
to right, Evans taking third. But the 
runners were left there when Sutton 
got Baker to pop up. 
Garvey committed his second 
error of the game in the sixth inning 
when he fumbled Mike Lum’s 
grounder.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Ricky 
Bell, converted from fullback to 
tailback, smashed the Southern Cal 
single game rushing record Friday 
night, totaling 256 yards and leading 
the Trojans to an easy 35-7 victory 
over Duke in the college football 
season opener for both teams. 
The explosive Bell, a 215-pound 
junior, had 141 yards by halftime and 
both Southern Cal scores as the 
Trojans assumed a 13-0 lead. Bell 
scored on runs of eight and six yards. 
Bell added two more touchdowns 
in the second half as he surpassed the 
single game record of 251 yards set 
back in 1956 by C. R Roberts in a 44- 
20 victory over Texas, four years 
before John McKay became head 
coach at the school. 
The 6-foot-2 Bell, who was a 
linebacker as a freshman and a 
fullback behind Dave Farmer last 
year, ignited the Trojans immediate­ 
ly after halftime. 
He gained three yards on a sweep 
to start the series. Farmer added 20 
up the middle and then Bell tacked 
on 21 more after taking a pitch from 
quarterback Vince Evans. 
Five plays later Bell capped the 61- 
yard drive with a one-yard smash 
and Glenn Walker’s extra point kick 
made the score 20-0. 
The Blue Devils were befuddled by 
USC’s young but quick defense and 
midway through the first quarter re­ 
placed starting quarterback Hal 
Spears with Bob Corbett, who moved 
the club. 
Corbett’s pitchout to tailback Art 
Gore late in the third quarter led to 
Gore’s 6-yard touchdown run and 
Duke's only tally. 
Bell had 170 yards after three 
quarters and with the Trojans 
leading just 20-7 he went back into 
the game and picked up 51 more 
yards, the last one coming on a dive 
at the goal line for his fourth 
touchdown. 
Nearing the record Bell returned 
to the lineup for one series after 
Mosi Tatupu had boosted the Trojans 
lead to 35-7 with a 16-yard run. 
He gained 13 yards on a sweep, 10 
more up the middle, six more offf 
left tackle and six more up the mid­ 
dle and left the field to a standing 
ovation of the 56,727 fans in 
Memorial Coliseum. 
Bell excited the crowd on the 
Trojans’s first series when he ran for 
seven and 11 yards on USC's first two 
plays. After Dave Farmer gained 
three Bell tacked on another four. 
Duke's defense’ aided by two 
penalties against Southern Cal, held 


the Trojans in check on USC s first 
two series but the Trojans young 
defense likewise held the Blue Devils 
deep in their own territory 
Midway through the first period 
Glen Walker s 45-yard punt kept the 
visitors pinned inside their 10 but 
three plays later punter and defen­ 
sive back Bob Grupp retaliated with 
a 46-yard punt to pull Duke out of the 
hole. 
Starting at their own 49 yard line 
the Trojans began their first march 
to a score and Bell’s smashes plus a 
15-vard personal foul against Duke 
brought USC it s first points of the 
1975 season. 
Bell ran eight yards for the 
touchdown. 
Walker s kick for the extra point 
was wide 
Duke was unable to complete a 
pass or gain a first down with senior 
quarterback Hal Spears and elected 
at that point to go with Bob Corbett. 
The senior signal caller im­ 
mediately ignited Duke with two 
completions, both to split end Troy 
Slade. Duke reached the USC 38 
before reserve tailback Larry Mar­ 
tinez fumbled a Corbett pitchout and 
likebacker Dave Lewis recovered for 
Southern Cal. 
Eleven plays later Bell scored his 
second touchdown behind a 
crunching block by fullback Mosi 
Tatupu. 
The Trojans dominated the rest of 
the half and Grupp s interception of 
a Vince Evans pass with 15 second to 
play prevented USC from adding to 
its margin. 
Bell would up his first half at 
tailback with 141 yards rushing on 21 
carries and USC had 220 yards in 
total offense to 98 for Duke.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The Los 
Angeles Dodgers announced Friday 
they had rehired Manager Walt 
Alston to lead the club again in 1976- 
on his 23rd consecutive one-year con­ 
tract. 
The 63-year-old Alston is the senior 
than among major league managers 
and only two men. Connie Mack and 
John McGraw, have managed one 
club for a longer period of time. 
The announcement on the quiet- 
mannered Alston came from Dodger 
President Peter O Malley as the 
club’s hierarchy went through 
meetings to plan for next season with 
the team 17‘* games behind Na­ 
tional League West champion Cincin­ 
nati after winning the league the 
vear before. 
Alston took over the Dodgers in 
Brooklyn in 1954 and the team won 
the first of four World Series under 


him the following year. 
He has managed the Dodgers to 
seven National League pennants. 
The Dodgers also said that the en­ 
tire coaching staff of Red Adams, 
Monty Basgall. Jim Gilliam and Tom 
Lasorda had all been asked back for 
1976. 
There was no statement from 
Dodger management or Alston on 
the rehiring, which came as no sur­ 
prise. 
Alston celebrated his 40th an­ 
niversary in professional baseball on 
June 19 of this year, marking the 
date in 1935 when he signed to play 
with Greenwood, Miss, in the East 
Dixie League 
His first managing job was 
Trenton in the Interstate League, in 
the Dodger organization, in 1944 and 
he moved to the big club 10 years 
later.

ANAHEIM (AP) - Fireballing 
Nolan Ryan, co-holder of the major 
league no-hit record with four, will 
undergo surgery Sept. 23 for removal 
of bone chips in his pitching arm, the 
California Angels announced Friday. 
An Angel spokesman said the sur­ 
gery would be performed in Houston, 
Tex . by Dr Joseph King. He said 
doctors expect complete recovery 
and that Ryan will return to the team 
next season. 
Ryan, handicapped by a series of 
injuries this year, pitched his last 
game Aug. 24. 
Later the Angels announced an ex­ 
amination revealed the chips in the 
elbow and surgery was being con­ 
sidered 
He finished the season with a 14-12 
record and a 3.45 earned run 
average. He struck out 186 and 
walked 132 in 198 innings. 


The Royals added a run in the third 
on Bob Stinson’s sacrifice fly, one in 
the fourth on Rojas’ run-scoring 
single and two in the seventh in a ral­ 
ly highlighted by Amos Otis' RBI 
double. 
In the eighth, they scored three 
tim es—one on a double by Otis and 
two on Stinson’s single.

WFL lowe rs minimum 


NEW YORK (AP) - The World 
Football League, in an unannounced 
action taken a month ago, lowered 
its minimum salary for players from 
$500 to $250 per game. 
And the league has put into force a 
rule which prohibits any club from 
signing a player to a fixed salary 
contract without specific approval of 
WFL headquarters. 
The minimum salary change, 
decided upon by the WFL on Aug. 14, 
affects only those players signed 
after that date. A player signed after 
Aug 14 is generally entitled to one 
per cent of the team’s revenues from 
any single game and will be 
guaranteed at least $250 if the one 
per cent does not amount to that 
much. 
Sources confirmed that any player 
who signed a renegotiated contract 


after Aug. 14 could have been forced 
to accept the $250 minimum con­ 
tract. The Shreveport team has 
renegotiated a number of contracts 
in the past week or two in an effort to 
reduce expenses and thus allow the 
team to continue in business. 
Players who signed a contract 
before Aug. 14 and who have not 
renegotiated it since, still are sub­ 
ject to the $500 minimum salary 
which the league announced earlier 
this year. 
However, those players are not 
guaranteed a minimum of $500 every 
game. What most contracts say is 
that the player will receive one per 
cent of the team’s revenues against 
an average of $500 per game. 
Thus, the player is guaranteed to 
receive $9,000 over the 18-game 
season. If he were to get, say, $850 


one week because of a certain size 
crowd, he would have to accept, say, 
$150 the following week if that was 
equal to one per cent of a low gate. 
Also, the $500 minimum salary ap­ 
plied only to the 32 players on a 
team’s regular roster. Each team is 
permitted to have six additional 
players on a taxi squad-type arrange­ 
ment and may use those players on 
such things as special kicking teams 
Those six players are only 
guaranteed $250 per game. 
Ticket sales at some games have 
not been sufficient for one per cent to 
equal either the $500 or $250 
mmimums. 
It is not known how many players 
have signed league contracts since 
the Aug. 14 change was made. A 
league official said he was sure Ute 
figure was low.

(AP) — The University of 
Minnesota admitted Fri­ 
day that its basketball 
program was in violation 
of 
some 
N ation al 
Collegiate Athletic As­ 
sociation rules, and its 
president promised to be 
“ very tough” in taking 
corrective measures. 
In the first public discus­ 
sion of the allegations, a 
university official told the 
Board of R egents that all 
except one of the 112 
allegations involve the bas­ 
ketball program. 
At the same meeting, the 
regents confirmed the 
appointm ent of Jim 
Dutcher to succeed Bill 
Musselman as head basket­ 
ball coach. 
Stanley B Kegler, vice 
president for institutional 
planning and relations, told 
the regents that the 112 
allegations or requests for 
information involve 108 in­ 
dividuals. 
One of the individuals is 
a current university staff 
member, and seven are 
athletes either attending or 
likely to enroll at the un­ 
iversity. “ These are the 
only people over which the 
university has any con­ 
trol,” Kegler said. 
He said the other in­ 
dividuals included six 
former staff members, 19 
tormer students, 35 stu- 
dent-athletes who were 


recruited but never at­ 
tended the university, 52 
friends or relatives of 
recruited athletes, six out­ 
side individuals repre­ 
senting the university and 
six classified as miscel­ 
laneous. 
Kegler declined to dis­ 
close names. University of­ 
ficials have said that to do 
so before the allegations 
are proven would violate 
the rights of persons 
named in the charges. 
However, a number of 
former basketball players 
have acknowledged receiv­ 
ing aid illegal under NCAA 
rules. In addition, Mus­ 
selman. who resigned to 
become head coach of the 
professional San Diego 
Sails, has admitted some 
“ minor” violations on his 
part. 
In a letter to the school 
last July, the NCAA made 
the allegations regarding 
recruiting practices in 
M innesota’s 
in te r­ 
collegiate 
athletic 
program. 
Kegler said 78 of the 112 
allegations 
involved 
“ promises or delivery of 
money, goods or services 
ranging from $5 into the 
thousands (of dollars) 
• All of them involve 
basketball except one 
which we consider a 
bookkeeping problem in 
the hockey program,” 
Kegler said. 


“ I can report a substan­ 
tial number of improper 
(re c ru itin g ) 
in* 
dueements, 
Kegler told 
the regents. “ It is quite 
likely that major violations 
have occurred because a 
pattern has developed m 
the investigation which has 
become quite clear. 
The school was directed 
bv the NCAA to reply to the 
allegations by Oct. 1, but 
Kegler said the university 
might not be able to meet 
the deadline. 
University President C. 
Peter Magrath told the 
regents that the university 
wants to get a “ clean slate 
without delay,” admit in­ 
fractions. “ report every­ 
thing we find 
and take 
corrective action. 
• We will be very, very 
tough, not only in admit­ 
ting where we have gone 
wrong but to make sure 
this sort of thing doesn't 
happen again, 
said 
Magrath. who took over as 
president about a year ago.

Dayan, meanwhile, left 
for a lecture tour of the 
United States and his only 
public comment on the is­ 
sue was that “ I would be 
very sorry if I were dismis­ 
sed from the party.” 
“ Dayan has antagonized 
a lot of people, 
said a 
Labor party official. 
“ When he made his speech 
against the agreement at 
the party meeting, there 
were some who said it was 
his swan song. ” 
Still, it was the former 
defense minister who first 
proposed the idea of partial 
settlements with Egypt 
five years ago, when he 
was at the peak of his in­ 
fluence. But he says he 
later changed his mind. 
Dayan, whose black 
e y ep a tc h 
once 
was 
regarded by Israelis as a 
symbol 
of 
n a tio n a l 
strength and courage, now 
is scorned by many former 
admirers who blame him 
for losses early in the 1973 
Yom Kippur war. 
It was Israel’s failure to 
prepare for war that final­ 
ly toppled the Golda Meir 
government — and Dayan 
— from power. 
Dayan now spends much 
of his time on speaking 
tours abroad and seldom 
appears in public here. 
Earlier this year he was 
prevented from giving one 
lecture to university stu­ 
dents when angry parents 
of war dead broke into the 
lecture hall.

(AP) — Drivers who flaunt 
Iowa traffic laws watch for 
those 400 Iowa Highway 
Patrol cars. Then there's 
that 1975 blue Continental 
with Iowa license No. 1. 
“ We’ve stopped several 
people — mostly because 
they've done something 
reckless,” said Gov. 
Robert D Ray. who often 
assists at accident scenes 
and helps stalled motor­ 
ists while being chauf- 
feured around Iowa. 
“ The governor is very 
alert to these things,” said 
Patrol Sgt. Earl Usher, 
who has driven Ray since 
1970. “ Many times he is in­ 
volved in paperwork. But 
he is very conscious of 
what goes on outside of the 
car.” 
Usher. 39. said he often 
stops motorists who have 
run stop signs or red lights, 
who have driven recklessly 
or disregarded safety 
rules. 


$1,400 found 
in coffee can 


LOVELOCK, Nev. (AP) 
— The Lee Olsons found 
treasure in a coffee can. 
They discovered a rusty 
coffee can half filled with 
$1.400 worth of $25 gaming 
chips from Harolds Club in 
Reno.

near a dry lake when they 
came upon the frame of an 
ancient auto.

He said the governor’s 
car usually stops two or 
three cars violating traffic 
laws a week and will often 
stop to assist motorists two 
or three times a day. 
“ We've stopped and 
helped numerous people 
with flat tires or called for 
wrecker service.” Usher 
said. 
Thpn there’s the story 


Ray likes to tell about the 
stalled car he and Usher 
happened on one night last 
winter. 
“ There were these two 
teenagers and they were 
out of gas,” Ray said. “ We 
gave them a ride to a ser­ 
vice station, but it was late 
and we couldn’t find one 
open They were nervous, 
and Earl and I both got sus­ 
picious.” 
The governor said Usher 
checked the car by radio 
and found it was stolen. 
The 
teenagers 
were 
runaways from Kansas. 
When the governor’s car 
approaches an accident, 
the standard procedure is 
to stop and assist. Often it 
is the first on the scene. 
“ When we come across 
injury accidents, Governor 
Ray is very quick to as­ 
sist,” Usher said. 


He recalled one accident 
they happened on while 
returning from the Des 
Moines airport. 
“ He got out of the car 
before I hardly got it stop­ 
ped,” Usher said. 
Ray began administering 
first aid to one victim, 
while Usher called for help 
on the radio and started 
helping 
another, 
the 
sergeant said. 
“ In an accident situation 
you don't have time to see 
what everyone else is doing 
— you just jump in,” Usher 
said. “ And the governor is 
quick to jump in.”

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
There are 80 glaciers in 
California. But geologist 
Mary H ill says it's nothing 
to worry about because 
they have been there 1,000 
years and haven t grown 
much. 
Ms Hill, who works for 
the state Department of 
Conservation, said in an in­ 
terview Thursday. 
‘Norwegian scientists 
are predicting another ice 
age in the next 10,000 to a 
million years. But that 
w on't 
bother 
our 
lifetimes 
Geologically speaking, 
these California glaciers 
are mere youngsters, she 
said. When the glaciers 
were formed 1.000 years 
ago. there was a world­ 
wide cold snap. 
Scientists still haven t 
agreed while that cold snap 
persisted until 1700, she ad­ 
ded. 
Palisades Galcier, north 
of Bishop in the High 
Sierra, is the largest one in 
the state. It is about 1 Mi 
miles wide and more than 
three-fourths of a mile 
long. It is easily visible 
from Route 395 
Unfortunately, 
Califor­ 
nia glaciers are of no use, 
except as tourist attrac­ 
tions. she said

Worker absenteeism called 
'an Italian plague' by Leone 


M ILAN, Italy (AP) - 
President Giovanni Leone 
calls worker absenteeism 
“ an Italian plague’’ and 
blames it, along with wild­ 
cat strikes and the de­ 
clin in g s p irit of in ­ 
dustrialists, 
for 
Italy's 
economic crisis. 
In a rare interview 
published recently in Mi­ 
lan's Corriere della Sera, 
l^eone spoke of the right to 
strike — a burning issue 
following strikes this sum­ 
mer that disrupted plane 
ami rail transportation at 
the height of the tourist 
season. 


Essential services for 
the population and the 
country's economy must 
not be paralyzed ... There 
were abuses in the right to 
strike. The law must 
guarantee the use of any 
right, but also avoid any 
abuse,” the president said 


Turning to absenteeism 
in private industry and 
public administration, he 
said. “ Absenteeism is an 
Italian plague ... which 
means overburdening 
those working, disorders, 
insufficient utilization of 
plants, unproduced wealth, 
damages to industry.” 
For this purpose, he 
called for reconsideration 
of the current law barring 
checks on workers staying 
home for alleged sickness. 
“ The present system 
does not work,” Leone 
said. 
Industrialists also came 
under attack 
“ The economic crisis 
has been worsened by the 
attitude of renunciation by 
a part of the industrialists 
who have lost the taste of 
risk, who do not invest and 
who are tempted to take 
their capital and efforts 
abroad.”

Among 81 women who 
took aspirin less often but 
at least once a week, there 
was one stillbirth and three 
babies died after birth 
The Australian study 
was published in the Aug 
$23 issue of the British 
medical journal Lancet. 
Thirty per cent of the 
daily aspirin users and 27 
per cent of the lesser users 
had complicated child- 
births. such as Caesarean 
section or breech or 
forceps deliveries, 
com­ 
pared with 11 per cent of 
nonaspirin users, ac­ 
cording to the study. 
It also showed the 
aspirin users’ pregnancies 
lasted a week longer and 
their labor lasted almost 
an hour longer on the 
average.

Under the headline “ ANOTHER BEAUTY SPOT FOR 
POMONA", The Pomona Daily Review announced on 
June 8. 1904: “ At last the Salt Lake Station is to be made a 
thing of beauty and a joy forever." —And there we have 
historic evidence that our earlier day Pomonans were 
definitely aware that city beautification is one of the 
things that makes a community great. 
But it was also an historic announcement which 
prompts some of us Johnnie Come Latelies to ask a bit 
perplexedly: “ How long is forever, and whatever became 
of the Salt Lake Station. " 
Well, as the poet once said: "Beauty is not immortal. In 
a day blossom and June and rapture pass away," —and 
also, apparently. Salt Lake Stations But even though, like 
snow upon the desert's dusty waste that Pomona Beauty 
Spot lasted only its little hour or two and then was gone, 
let s turn back the pages of time and relive that eventful 
day when the Pomona Daily Review announced that 
ground breaking for the Beauty Spot had already com­ 
menced 
"There are to be three small parks, one to the west of 
the station building and two to the south, " the story read. 
“ A date palm is to be planted in the center of the west 
park, and at the eastern end of the same park climbing 
roses will be planted, which in time will reach the eaves 
and cover the end of the building The two parks at the 
south side, between which a driveway will be made, are 
being planted to umbrella and camphor trees and, of 
course, grass There will be a coping and railing around 
the two south parks and walks around the west park The 
Stilt Lake is certainly doing a good turn for Pomona in 
making so attractive a spot for the enjoyment of our 
citizens."

pieces, One is a beautiful 
oak table with claw feet, 
unlike any I have ever seen 
inasmuch as it has two 
pedestals for the base.

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ON THE COVER 
The Chaffey Community Cultural Center In Upland, will 
launch its 10th year with a benefit ice cream social from 1 
to 4 p.m. Sept. 21. The old building, formerly St. Mark’s 
Episcopal Church, is a repository for memorabilia of the 
pioneer days in the West End. Rare antiques. Civil War 
weapons, Indian artifacts and hundreds of relics of the 
past draw visitors from a wide area of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 


The CCCC is a non-profit historical museum dedicated 
to preservation of relics of the pioneer days in the West 
End The center is supported by membership dues, a 
modest admission fee and fund-raising events such as the 
ice cream social. 
The museum came into being 10 years ago when St 
Marks Episcopal Church at Euclid Avenue and F Street 
donated its old, steepled, brown-shingled building to the 
historical group. The City of Upland leased five acres of 
land in north Upland to the organization for $1 a year. 
Public subscription raised $10.000 to move the church to 
its new site. The venerable building was cut into three 
sections, moved to its new home among the orange 
groves, and put back together again. 
The center has. from the first, enjoyed the whole­ 
hearted support of the community. The public donated 
money, construction firms contributed building materials 
and tradesmen devoted volunteer after-hours labor on 
lighting, plumbing, landscaping, paving the parking lot, 
painting and other projects. 
When the museum was completed truckloads of con­ 
tributions rolled in — fine antiques, Victorian-era 
clothing. Civil War uniforms, weapons and banners, 
lamps, paintings, spinning wheels, churns, maps, coin 
collections, pioneer tools. Indian artifacts and hundreds 
of other valuable historical items. 
Recent contributions to the center include a 1910 dual- 
manilold organ donated by Dr L. C Spencer of Upland 
and a fine collection of eye glasses. The Indian display has 
been enlarged, and the collection of 655 citrus crate labels 
has been mounted in scrapbooks Of special interest to 
children are the 50 dolls from foreign countries presented 
to the center by Mrs Howard Clark 
CCCC is a fascinating place to scores of chattering 
school children who visit it regularly, and a valuable 
resource to students of Early Americana from nearby 
colleges. 
1’he museum puts on a variety of programs throughout 
the year — a talk by a historian, films, breakfasts for ser­ 
vice clubs, box lunches for church groups, Christmas par­ 
ties. exhibits by the Chaffey Art Association Programs 
have been given there by members of the West End Opera 
Association, a chamber group from the West End 
Symphony Orchestra, and actors from the Garrick 
Players, now-defunct West End community theater. 
I* uture plans for the CCCC are expansion and continued 
growth The Ontario-Upland Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce is helping with a new “ sculpture garden,” to be 
made up of pioneer agricultural equipment — tractors, 
plows, welding equipment, smith’s tools, orchard heaters 
and lumber wagons. The museum hopes to put up a new 
building to house its permanent displays, freeing the pre­ 
sent hall for traveling exhibits, art shows, concerts and 
other activities. 
The historical museum is open from 1 to 4 p m Monday, 
Wednesday and Saturday, with occasional programs on 
Sunday. It is manned by volunteer docents and a staff 
headed by Mrs. Beatrice Riggs, president of the center.

This is not the usual sort 
of book by or about movie 
stars that has been proli­ 
ferating lately, while most 
of the latter tend to be gos­ 
sipy and anecdotal. Cot­ 
trell has written a serious 
and scholarly study of the 
performer, director, and 
manager universally ac­ 
claimed as the greatest ac­ 
tor of the 20th Century. 
A full-dress biography of 
O liv ie r 
is 
th u s 
as 
legitimate as one of Bur­ 
bage or Garrick and is of 
considerable value to stu­ 
dents of literature and of 
theatre and film history as 
well as of interest to movie 
fans. 
Olivier began acting at 
the age of 10, when he 
played Brutus in “Julius 
C a e s a r.” E llen T erry 
caught the perform ance 
and wrote in her diary, 
The small boy who played 
Brutus is already a great 
actor.” 
At 14, he played Kath­ 
erine in “The fam ing of 
the Shrew ,” and Sybil 
Thorndike called him “ The 


best Katherine I ever saw 
Today, at 68. he is the 
world’s most honored ac­ 
tor: winner of the Acade­ 
my Award, numerous Em ­ 
m ie s , 
and c o u n tle s s 
awards for stage acting, a 
knight of the British Em ­ 
pire. and Lord Olivier, 
peer of the realm. 
Yet his career has had 
its ups and downs and is by 
no means a string of un­ 
broken successes. 
He relinquished the lead 
in “ J o u rn e y ’s E n d ,” 
destined to be a brilliant 
hit. in order to star in a 
stage version of “ Beau 
Geste” that flopped 
He played in a series of 
forgotten movies in the 
e a r ly 1930s and w as 
r e je c te d a s G a r b o ’s 
leading man in “ Queen 
Christina ” 
After becoming a super- 
s t a r in “ W u th e rin g 
Heights,” he produced and 
starred in a disastrous 
“ Romeo and Ju liet” in 
1940 
He was a matinee idol 
for only three years (1939- 
41) and then entered the 
British Fleet Air Arm dur­ 
ing the war. Several of his 
later films were boxoffice 
failures, and he sometimes 
showed poor judgment in 
his choice of plays to 
p ro d u ce and ro le s to 


Book depicts life 
in Japan of past

SHOGUN. By Ja m e s

Occasionally, a novel ap­ 
pears among the many hit­ 
ting the book shelves each 
year that is tar above the 
rest of the literary field. 
Such a book is “Shogun 
The thought of reading a 
novel set in 17th century 
Japan probably doesn t 
tantalize many readers 
these days and a price tag 
of $12 50 doesn’t enhance 
the motivation for getting 
a copy of “Shogun." But 
look past those surface ob­ 
stacles and you 11 find a 
labor of love. Yes, after 
reading “ Shogun. 
it's 
easy to conclude there’s a 
lot of labor and a lot of love 
in this work 
Jam es Clavell is a writer 
who can best be pictured as 
a m aster story teller, the 
kind everyone at some 
point in his life found 
himself spellbound before 
as yarns were swapped in 
front of an open fire far 
into the night 
There are «is many m a­ 
jor characters in “Shogun 
«is there are in a soap 
o p e ra , 
but Cl a v e i l ’s 


c h a ra c ters are unique, 
from the unnamed thou­ 
sands of Samurai to the 
dozen or so m ain in ­ 
dividuals 
Briefly. “Shogun 
is the 
story of a struggle among 
Japan's Council of Regents 
in the afterm ath of the 
death of the co u n try ’s 
traditional singular adult 
ruler 
The regents, or 
da i my os. can be compared 
to war lords. It is the in­ 
terplay of the characters 
from the daimvos on down 
that Clavell has woven into 
a story so alive with per­ 
sonality and color that the 
reader is easily swept into 
the plot and its time in 
history. 


T h e a u t h o r w a s a 
prisoner of the Japanese 
during World War II and 
lus intimate knowledge of 
the history and thinking 
piocess of the Japanese is 
evident in his book It's a 
delicate and respectful 
view of tlie ancestry of his 
captors 
His experience 
and his talent combine for 
a novel that should bo read 
and enjoyed for years to 
come It is a timeless and 
intriguing story 


portray. 
Yet Olvier has been ab­ 
solutely dedicated to the 
theatre; and his willing 
ness to take risks and 
sacrifices, to experiment 
in new d irections, has 
enabled him to continually 
expand his range, out­ 
pacing his m ost c e le ­ 
brated colleagues. 
In the mid-1930s, es­ 
tablished on stage as a 
light rom antic lead in 
modem comedies, he sur­ 
prised everyone by turning 
to Shakespeare. 
After his first popular 
m o v ie . 
“ F ir e 
o v e r 
England” , he went to work 
for 14 months at the Old 
Vic for a mc"e $20 a week 
but did brilliant work in 
“ Hamlet, “ Henry V,” and 
“ Twelfth N ight.” After 
completing “ Henry V” as 
a film, he returned to the 
Old V ic. He g av e up 
millions of dollars in Holly­ 
wood contracts to do stage 
work in Britain, where he 
eventually becam e first 
director of the National 
Theater. 
Despite his theatrical 
em inence. Olivier is no 
snob; he has done vaude­ 
ville routines, Polaroid 
commercials, and acted in 
melodrama and light com­ 
edy as well as in Shakes­ 
peare. But he has insisted 
on artistic growth, has 
been able to change with 
the times, and has alterna­ 
ted the classics with such 
avant-garde plays as “ Rhi­ 
n oceros” 
and 
“ E n te r­ 
tainer.” 
C o ttre ll’s 
biography 
gives all the details. In ad­ 
dition to Olivier’s career, 
we have the story of his 
m arriages to Jill Esmond, 
Vivien Leigh, and Joan 
Plowright; his successful 
fight with can cer; his 
friendship and association 
with such players as Noel 
Coward, 
Ralph Richard­ 
son, Ronald Colman, Alec 
Guinness, Michael Red­ 
grave, and Dame Sybil 
Thorndike. There are chap­ 
ters on O livier's acting 
techniques (he loathed the 
a b s tra c t th eo rizin g of 
Method acting) and on his 
off-stave personality. 
Cottrell writes well, and 
his book is hard to put 
down, but it does not alto­ 
g ether succeed in p re­ 
sen tin g O liv ie r’s p e r­ 
sonality. Cottrell relies too 
heavily upon O liv ier’s 
associates and not enough 
on O livier him self; 
it 
would help to have more 
quotations. letters, inter­ 
views with Olivier to give 
more of the man 
Again, Cottrell spends 
too much time quoting re­ 
viewers and not enough 
analyzing productions and 
perform ances. When he 
does, the book is at its best. 
Despite its limitations, it is 
eminent Iv readable 


Sons seek review 
of Rosenberg trial 


Heyerdahl 
tells how 
it started

T hor H ey erd ah l, the 
famous author of “ Kon- 
Tiki.” “ AkuAku” and “The 
Ra Expeditions,” began 
his dram atic lifework in 
1936 when, with his wife 
Liv. he spent a year on the 
island of Fatu-Hiva in the 
Marquesas Islands. 
They wanted to escape 
civilization, to live off the 
land in accordance with 
nature It wasn't as easy as 
it sounded, even in the days 
before World War II. 
Heyerdahl was 22, his 
wife 20, when they left 
N orw ay. 
D e stin atio n : 
Nature. They moved into 
the jungle, built a home of 
w o v e n 
b a m b o o 
a nd 
gathered seven different 
kinds of bananas, among 
o t h e r 
f r u i t s 
a nd 
vegetables, to eat. 
But all was not idyllic 
e x i s t e n c e . 
C o n f l i c t 
betw een C atholic and 
Protestant believers on the 
island generated hostility 
toward the intruders. The 
Heyerdals moved inland, 
to the high interior of their 
island, for a time They ex­ 
plored the rugged island 
coastline in canoes, study­ 
ing biological specimens as 
they went. 
And they discovered an­ 
cient carvings, tikis, left 
by ancestors of Marquesas 
settlers. That discovery 
and la te r read in g led 
Heyerdahl to make his raft 
voyage and to write later 
of the Kon-Tiki expedition 
and of the connection 
between South America 
and island dwellers of the 
South Pacific. 
Heyerdahl writes with a 
sure sense of the good 
story, adding detail upon 
detail to make readers feel 
they, too, are original hip­ 
pies. living with nature in a 
rem ote jungle. But the 
reader must conclude, with 
the book's author, that you 
can t buy a ticket to 
paradise.

On June 19, 1953, at New 
York’s Sing Sing Prison 
c o n v ic te d a t o m sp ie s 
Julius and Ethel Rosen­ 
berg were executed. 
They were convicted of 
m asterm inding a World 
War II plot to steal atomic- 
bomb secrets and deliver 
them to the Soviet Union. 
The FBI called it “ the 
crime of the Century,” and 
the general climate of the 
time was one of a little less 
than hysteria 
It was at the height of the 
Cold War (March 1951), the 
R ussians had exploded 
their first atomic device in 
1949, and less than a year 
before, the Korean War 
had begun 
The national 
mood was ugly, and Judge 
Irving 
Kaufman, 
who 
p r e s i d e d 
at 
t h e 
R osenbergs’ trial gave 
voice to that mood when he 
pronounced the death 
sentence: “ I consider your 
crim e,” he said, “ worse 
than m urder.” 
Before the Rosenbergs 
were executed their con­ 
viction becam e perhaps 
the most appealed case in 
U.S. 
criminal 
history. 
Their appeals reached the 
U.S. 
S u p r e m e C o u r t 
several times, and both 
times President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower refused ex­ 
ecutive clemency. To the 
very end the Rosenbergs 
insisted on their innocence. 
The Rosenbergs’ sons, 
Michael and Robert, are 
now men of 32 and 28 They 
have written this book, a 
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kind of social document, in 
which they included the 
final l e t t e r s of t h e i r 
parents and argue for their 
innocence. They state their 
case clearly and vigorous­ 
ly . “ We w a n t e v e r y 
American to know,” insists 
Michael, “ that our parents 
were m urdered.” 
The en tire case is a 
n ight ma r e of com plex 
events ranging from 1950- 
1954; trials, appeals, the 
execution, and the court 
battles over guardianship 
of the two boys. The book 
deals primarily with the 
correspondence of the 
Rosenbergs, much of it un­ 
published and the lives of 
the two boys who were sub­ 
sequently adopted by Anne 
and Abei Meeropol. It also 
deals with arguments and 
evidence of the Rosen­ 
bergs’ innocence in an all- 
out attem pt to reopen the 
case. The sons’ attorneys 
are now working with the 
Constitutional Litigation 
Clinic at R utgers Law 
School to start proceed­ 
ings to exonerate the Ro­ 
senbergs. 
This is not an easy book 
to read The entire subject 
is a grim one, and reliving 
the agony of the trial and 
its said conclusion seems 
like an exercise in futility. 
Without entering upon the 
complexity of the case we 
can sympathize with the 
efforts of the Rosenbergs’ 
sons. 
Those who are interested 
in political justice may 
find this book dramatic, 
persuasive, and provoca­ 
tive, and perhaps still a bit 
inconclusive regarding the 
resolution of the vital m at­ 
ters under consideration. 
The bizarre events which 
surrounded the R osen­ 
b erg s’ trial when m i r ­ 
r or ed a g a i n s t 
r e c e n t 
American history are im­ 
portant enough to merit 
serious reconsideration 
and this perhaps is what 
may m ake this book a 
valuablt document. 
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Is 
this the myth 
of a superman?

Anyone who denies that 
chess is a fighting sport is 
crazy — although once in a 
lifetime a super grand­ 
master will appear on the 
scene and temporarily 
relegate the element of 
contest to oblivion. Heral­ 
ded by a deifying public 
opinion, his mere pre­ 
sence will paralyze and 
demoralize his opponents. 
The great Cuban world 
champion Jose Capablan- 
ca played exactly that role 
in his period of ascen­ 
dancy. But then he came a 
cropper. 
He overcon­ 
fidently entered into a 
match with the Russian 
emigre Alexander Ale­ 
khine, and encountered an 
unexpected spiritual prin­ 
ciple. 
Alekhine refused to be 
awed. Though he unflin­ 
chingly understood that 
Capablanca was the great­ 
est natural player of all 
time with an infallible 
chess intuition, he never 
forgot that he was human 
Alekhine relentlessly and 
objectively studied Capa­ 
blanca s games, and fer­ 
reted out his sh o rt­ 
comings. He then for­ 
mulated an appropriate 
strategy, applied it in the 
match, and convincingly 
won. 
The story of Capablan­ 
ca s defeat is masterfully 
told in Kotov’s “ Alexander 
Alekhine,’’ available in 
paperback from R H.M. 
Publishers. 
Heie is Alekhine s own 
analysis of his opponent: 
“ A chess machine? The 
champion of all time? 
What absurd assertions 
about a player, in the over- 
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whelming majority of 
whose games, there is. if 
not a direct mistake, the 
two or three slips which 
either put the win in doubt, 
or even let it slip alto­ 
gether. In some cases the 
correct reply by the oppo­ 
nent would even leave his 
(Capablanca’s) 
position 
severely compromised.’’ 
The match was played in 
Argentina in 1927 and won 
by a 6 to 3 score, with 25 
draws. The legend of Capa­ 
blanca’s invincibility has 
been shattered. He now en­ 
countered a new problem, 
according to Kotov. “ His 
opponents, who had for­ 
merly been overawed by 
the champion’s reputation, 
began to play more boldly 
against him, and he found 
wins much harder to come 
b v " 
Is there a lesson to be 
learned from this gleaning 
of Chess history? Ask Bob­ 
by Fischer, for his poten­ 
tial opponent, Anatoly Kar­ 
pov. speaks like a young 
man who »has the Capa­ 
b la n c a - A le k h in e e x ­ 
perience front stage in his 
thinking. 
But so did all the Soviet 
players including Boris 
Spassky, before Reykjavik 
in 1972. (Remember who 
won that sporting event') 


Though he w ill prove 
perhaps to be more 
resolute than Spassky, if 
Karpov ever plays Fischer. 
Let us conclude with a 
crucial position from the 
decisive game of the 1927 
World 
Championship 
match Here Alekhine, who 
is a pawn ahead, played 1. 
P-KB4. and the game con­ 
tinued with 1 . . . R-B4; 2. 
R-R3, R-B2; 3. K-N7, R- 
Q2: 4 P-B5, PxP; 5 K-B6. 
P-B5, 6 PxP. R Q4, 7. K- 
N7. R-KB4; 8 H-R4. K-N4; 
9 R-K4. K-R3, 10. K-R6, 
HxRP 11. R-K5. R-R8; 12. 
KxP, R-KN8; 13. R-KN5, 
R-KR8, 14 R-KB5, K-N3; 
15. RxP. K-B3; 16. R K7, 
reaching adjournment.

Fair opens for 2 moms, 3 children, 45,000 others

Cathy Frame was exhausted. 
She had spent nearly four hours 
Friday dragging her two children, 
aged 4 and 1, around the Los Angeles 
County Fairgrounds in Pomona. 


It was opening day of the 48th edi­ 
tion of the fair, Mrs. Frame of 
Eagle Rock was just one of many 
mothers trying hard to entertain 
their children — and remain sane at 
the same time.

Ford acts to keep U.S. 
secrets from House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Forcing a 
possible 
constitutional 
confronta­ 
tion, President Ford cut off House 
Intelligence Committee access to 
U.S. secrets Friday because of its 
disclosure of four classified words. 
He asked the committee to return all 
secret documents in its possession. 
A committee source said the four 
words show that U.S. intelligence 
agencies knew that Egyptian com­ 
munications security was tightened 
just before the 1973 Middle East war. 
Asked if the words “and greater 
communication security 
was the 
phrase that U.S. intelligence 
authorities did not want made public, 
the source said, “ I can t tell you 
you're wrong. You won t be embar­ 


rassed by saying that." 
The disputed words are in five 
sentences the committee released 
Thursday from U.S. intelligence 
reports showing that right up to the 
day the 1973 Arab-lsraeli war broke 
out, U.S. intelligence agencies in­ 
dicated there would be no war. 
In one. the Defense Intelligence 
Agency said the day the war broke 
out Oct. 6.1973. there were no indica­ 
tions that Egypt intended to or was 
prepared to fight Israel.

Rockefeller claims 
U.S. goes 'overboard'

ST. LOUIS (AP) - A man with a 
45-caliber pistol was spotted by a 
policeman on a catwalk in Kiel 
Auditorium an hour before President 
Ford was to speak there. The man 
escaped despite an extensive police 
search and the President delivered 
his speech on time and without inci­ 
dent. 
Patrolman Thomas Calcaterra 
told The Associated Press he saw the 
man. holding the pistol in his left 


hand, above the stage of the 
auditorium where 15,000 gathered for 
the National Baptist Convention 
awaited the President s speech. 
Ford was either en route to a 
television station some 10 blocks 
away or already at the station. 
Police had conflicting reports. 
The police command post earlier 
had said the gunman was spotted in a 
nearby street and a search of the 
parking garage was launched. 


However, a spokesman said the 
search was due to a separate report 
of a man on the roof of the parking 
garage. 
Police found an elderly parking lot 
attendant who said he had seen no 
one else. 
There also were two bomb threats, 
each telephoned by a woman, and the 
bomb squad removed a box, about 
the size of a shoe box, from the 
auditorium, police said. Officers said 


DALLAS (AP) — Vice President 
Nelson A. Rockefeller said Friday 
one ol the big troubles with America 
is a heritage that leads it to go over­ 
board in helping the needy.

happened and that the federal gov­ 
ernment has a deficit of $60 billion, 
maybe $70 billion coming up. 
“This can’t go on,” he said 
Rockefeller made the statement 
twice, first in a speech to the 
National Federation of Republican 
Women and later in a television in­ 
terview taped for four Dallas sta­ 
tions 
It came in a busy day of political 
activity in which Rockefeller kept 
saying he was not a candidate for the 
GOP vice-presidential nomination 
next year but refused to say he would 
drop off the ticket voluntarily 
Rockefeller's theme was the same 
that he and President Ford have 
followed in a recent flurry of activity 
which the GOP agrees is political but 
which the White House insists is not 
campaigning for 1976. 
The vice president said the Ford 
Administration wants to solve the 
unemployment crisis, provide finan­ 
cial security for worried Americans, 
but block Democratic remedies 
which could crush free society. 
“ The P re sid e n t knows the 
American people rightfully want job 
o p p o rtu n itie s, not w e lfa re ,” 
Rockefeller said to applause from 
the Republican women. 
Rockefeller said if the present rate 
of government spending on domestic 
social program s continues the 
tederal government will eat up 55 per 
cent of the gross national product in 
the next 25 years 
“Clearly, this country cannot sur­ 
vive as a free society with over half 
its gross national product absorbed 
by the government,” he said. 


Car linked to Hoff a 
to stay in custody 


DETROIT (AP) - A car be­ 
longing to the son of a reputed Mafia 
figure which the FBI believes may 
have been used in an abduction of 
former Teamsters Union President 
James R. Hoffa will remain in the 
custody of the government, a judge 
ruled Friday. 
U.S. District Court Judge Thomas 
P, Thornton said the car where 
trained dogs delected Hoffa s scent 
in the back seat and trunk should be 
kept in FBI custody and the owner 
should appear before the federal 
grand jury probing Hoffa's disap­ 
pearance. 
The owner. Joseph Giacalone, son 
of reputed Mafia figure Anthony 
“ Tony Ja c k ” G iacalone, was 
scheduled to appear before the grand 
iur> 
. . . 
On the day Hoffa disappeared, 
young Giacalone, 22, reportedly 
loaned his car to Charles “Chuckle 
O’Brien, a Teamsters organizer who 
was raised by the Hoffa family and is 
regarded by Haifa's son, James P., 
as a prime suspect in his father's dis­ 
appearance. 


O Brien told the FBI he used the 
car July 30 to deliver a salmon to the 
home of a Teamsters official, Robert 
Holmes. 
The Holmes residence is a five-to 
10-minute drive from the Machus 
Red Fox Restaurant in Bloomfield 
Township where Hoffa was last seen 
standing outside appearing as though 
he was waiting for someone 
The ex-Teamsters boss told his 
family before he went to the 
restaurant he was on his way to meet 
with the elder Giacalone, but the 
reputed mob figure denied any such 
meeting was supposed to take place 
Last week, U.S. District Court 
Judge Robert DeMascio ordered that 
the car, seized Aug. 8, be returned to 
Giacalone because an FBI affidavit 
used to obtain a search and seizure 
warrant failed to show probable 
cause that the auto was involved in 
the Hoffa disappearance 
The U S Attorney’s office issued a 
grand jury subpoena for the car Mon 
day and Thornton said in his decision 
that the subpoena does not have to 
meet the “probable cause" test

There is m uch m ore to running a 
dairy th an ju s t m ilking cows. 
Dairymen m ust also watch the price 
of grain and hay, im porting of dairy 
products, and the cost of tran ­ 
sporting grain to the West Coast. 
These w ere some of the problems 
discussed Friday when a House of 
Representatives dairy subcommit­ 
tee held a public hearing at the On­ 
tario City Hall. 


The com m ittee continues the hear­ 
ing today in Fresno where more 
testimony will be received from 
those associated with the dairy in­ 
dustry. 


Receiving testim ony Friday were 
Rep Jam es Jeffords, R-Vt 
Rep 
Jim Lloyd. D-35th Dist . and Rep. 
George Brown. D-36th Dist 
The 
r*>*»mbers reported they were going 
to various dairy communities to get 
a better perspective of the dairy in­ 
dustry and its problems. 
Information received will be used 
when specific legislation is being 


proposed, they added 
C o n s u m e r 
i n t e r e s t 
w a s 
represented at the session by Arline 
M atthews, chairm an of American 
Consumers Together and founder of 
a recent m eat boycott. 
She criticized both the dairy and 
poultry industries for “ dumping 
products to keep up the prices. 
When they dump and destroy food, 
we do not have an excess supply. We 
have hungry people. It should not 
only be im m oral but also illegal to 
dump products when people are 
hungry," she said. 
Mrs M atthews also attacked the 
m inim um pricing law for dairy 
products by recalling that a m arket 
m anager couldn t sell butter at a 
reduced price without facing a fine 
ior each pound purchased.

He also reported that California is 
a grain deficit state and depends on 
im ports from other areas to m eet 
livestock dem ands. “ Being a deficit 
state, we find ourselves with a tran­ 
sportation rate problem. 
“ We believe many of the old stand­ 
by m ethods of freight rate setting 
m ust be reviewed and that California 
livestock and dairy producers m ust 
receive m ore equitable treatm ent 
under the fre ig h t r a te se ttin g 
m echanism ." 
Goold also urged that “ outdated 
estate tax laws be revised to ease the 
transfer of the business enterprise 
within the family. 
“ We see m aintenance of family 
dairying as the m ost im portant 
single factor which will help con­ 
tribute to the viability of the in­ 


dustry." he added. 
Roy C am blin, San B ernardino 
County's agriculture com m issioner, 
said 
the county’s dairy industry 
leads the nation in gross m ilk 
p ro d u c tio n w ith 1974 in c o m e 
reaching $151 million. 
The average size dairy here has 400 
milk cows and $485,000 valuation.he 
said. 
Camblin said his office urged that 
the dairy industry be nurtured and 
encouraged as food and open space 
are increasing im portant factors in 
California and the United States. 
He also noted this broad tax-base 
industry with its small dem and for 
services is an im portant fiscal factor 
for all the citizens. “ Suburbs do not 
pay their way. Industry m ust be 
co u n ted upon to m ake up the 
deficits." 
John D. Aalberts. president of the 
Pacific Dairym en. 
Inc.. reported 
dairy farm ers have been hit hard 
during the past several years by in­ 
flation that has plagued all segm ents 
of the economy.

A alberts also urged that any new

The 6-foot-2 Bell, who was a 
linebacker as a freshman and a 
fullback behind Dave Farmer last 
year, ignited the Trojans immediate­ 
ly after halftime.

Five plays later Bell capped the 61- 
yard drive with a one-yard smash 
and Glenn Walker’s extra point kick 
made the score 20-0.

$500 to $250 per game 
And the league has put into force a 
rule which prohibits any club from 
signing a player to a fixed salary 
contract without specific approval of 
WFL headquarters. 
The minimum salary change, 
decided upon by the WFL on Aug 14, 
affects only those players signed 
after that date. A player signed after 
Aug 14 is generally entitled to one 
per cent of the team’s revenues from 
any single gam e and will be 
guaranteed at least $250 if the one 
per cent does not amount to that 
much. 
Sources confirmed that any player 
who signed a renegotiated contract 


after Aug 14 could have been forced 
to accept the $250 minimum con­ 
tract. The Shreveport team has 
renegotiated a number erf contracts 
in the past week or two in an effort to 
reduce expenses and thus allow the 
team to continue in business. 
Players who signed a contract 
before Aug. 14 and who have not 
renegotiated it since, still are sub­ 
ject to the $500 minimum salary 
which the league announced earlier 
this year. 
However, those players are not 
guaranteed a minimum of $500 every 
game What most contracts say is 
that the player will receive one per 
cent of the team s revenues against 
an average of $500 per game 
Thus, the player is guaranteed to 
receive $9,000 over the 16-game 
season. If he were to get, say, 6850 


one week because of a certain site 
crowd, he would have to accept, say. 
$150 the following week if that was 
equal to one per cent of a low gate. 
Also, the $500 minimum salary ap­ 
plied only to the 32 players on a 
team’s regular roster. Each team is 
permuted to have six additional 
players on a taxi squad-type arrange­ 
ment and may use those players on 
such things as special kicking teams 
Those six p l a y e r s a r e only 
guaranteed $250 per game. 
Ticket sales at some games have 
not been sufficient for one per cent to 
equal either the $500 or 9250 
minimums. 
It is not known how many players 
have signed league contracts since 
the Aug 14 change was made A 
league official said be was sure the 
figure was tow.

C ollegiate A thletic As­ 
sociation rules, and its 
president promised to be 
“ very tough” in taking 
corrective measures. 
In the first public discus­ 
sion of the allegations, a 
university official told the 
Board of Regents that all 
except one of the 112 
allegations involve the bas­ 
ketball program. 
At the same meeting, the 
reg en ts confirm ed the 
a p p o i n t m e n t of J i m 
Dutcher to succeed Bill 
Musselman as head basket­ 
ball coach. 
Stanley B. Kegler, vice 
president for institutional 
planning and relations, told 
the regents that the 112 
allegations or requests for 
information involve 108 in­ 
dividuals. 
One of the individuals is 
a current university staff 
member, and seven are 
athletes either attending or 
likely to enroll at the un­ 
iversity. “These are the 
only people over which the 
university has any con­ 
trol." Kegler said 
He said the other in­ 
dividuals included six 
former staff members. 19 
former students. 35 stu- 
dent-athletes who were 


recruited but never at­ 
tended the university, 52 
friends or relativ es of 
recruited athletes, six out­ 
side individuals re p re ­ 
senting the university and 
six classified as miscel­ 
laneous. 
Kegler declined to dis­ 
close names. University of­ 
ficials have said that to do 
so before the allegations 
are proven would violate 
the rights of persons 
named in the charges. 
However, a number of 
former basketball players 
have acknowledged receiv­ 
ing aid illegal under NCAA 
rules. In addition, Mus­ 
selman. who resigned to 
become head coach of the 
professional San Diego 
Sails, has admitted some 
“ minor” violations on his 
part. 
In a letter to the school 
last July, the NCAA made 
the allegations regarding 
recruiting practices in 
M i n n e s o t a ’s 
i n t e r ­ 
c o l l e g i a t e 
a t h l e t i c 
program. 
Kegler said 78 of the 112 
a l l e g a t i o n s 
involved 
“ promises or delivery of 
money, goods or services 
ranging from $5 into the 
thousands (of dollars).

Kegler said. 


“ I can report a substan­

the investigation which has 
become quite clear. 
The school was directed 
by the NCAA to reply to the 
allegations by Oct. 1, but 
Kegler said the university 
might not be able to meet 
the deadline.

Peter Magrath told the 
regents that the university 
wants to get a clean slate 
without delay.” admit in­ 
fractions. “ report every­ 
thing we find’’ and take 
corrective action.

Pines also said he had 
written a letter to Sen.

D-Ma»ne, 
who heads a subcommittee 
considering the proposed 
»•missions standards delay 
of four years. 
The letter protested the 


proposed d elay , and 
recommended alternatives 
for what Pines described 
as an “all-or-nothing” ap­ 
proach by the government 
in controlling emissions 
from cars. 
Pines’ suggestions in­ 
cluded repeal of the 10 per 
cent excise tax on foreign 
cars which meet the stan­ 
dards to stimulate com­ 
petition and imposition of a 
tax on autos which fail to

Legislators seeking 
special tax relief 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Assembly Speaker Leo Mc­ 
Carthy says legislators are trying to win special tax relief 
from Washington. 
The U.S. Internal Revenue Service has ruled that the 
special expense allowances of legislators are taxable. The 
IRS says California’s legislators should therefore pay on 
their 530 daily stipends for living expenses in the capital 
during legislative sessions. 
McCarthy, a San Francisco Democrat, told newsmen 
Thursday the matter will be brought up during a regular 
annual visit to Washington to discuss state and federal 
problems. McCarthy is to head the delegation for the trip 
Sept. 30 through Oct. 2. 
A McCarthy aide, Jack Johnson, said legislators in 
other states face the same problem. 
“The National Conference of State Legislatures is try­ 
ing to put together a meeting on the whole issue rather 
than try to solve it piecemeal,” Johnson said. 


Legislators in California have also chipped in to hire a 
tax attorney to work on the case. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Original police records on 
the Chappaquiddick inci­ 
dent i nvolvi ng Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy are 
still missing, despite asser­ 
tions by two former police 
chiefs that they were 
returned to the files last 
April. 
Officials of the Edgar- 
town police department at 
Martha's Vineyard, Mass., 
say they cannot find the 
documents. “We’ve looked 
everywhere. We honestly 
don’t know where they 
are,” Patricia McLeod, a 
special police officer, said 
in a telephone interview. 
The mystery of the 
vanished records was 
raised recently in a book 
by Carl Gottlieb, a script 
writer for the movie 
“Jaws” which was filmed 
at Martha’s Vineyard last 
summer. 
Gottlieb said he had been 
told by Jesse Oliver II, 
then the chief of the 12- 
m e m b e r 
E d g a rt o wn 
department, that the 
records of the 1969 auto 
accident that cost the life 
of Mary Jo Kopechne had 
disappeared from the files. 
However, between the 
time that Gottlieb talked 
with Oliver and the book 
was published, the missing 
documents — including the 
original accident report 
and a copy of Kennedy's 
first statement to police — 
were said to have been 
r e t u r n e d to the d e ­ 
partment. 
« 
Dominick J. Arena, who 
was Edgartown's police 
chief at the time of the 
Chappaquiddick 
incident, 
said in another interview 
that when he quit the de­ 
partment in 1973, he took 
some of the records with 
him. 
Now police chief in Es­ 
sex Junction, Vt., Arena 
said he wanted the papers 
for his own use in answer- 
ing q u e st i o n s from 
newsmen and others. 
“The problem was that 
when yew get so deeply in­ 
volved in something, you 
are constantly being 
questioned.” Arena said. 
He was among the first 
officials to reach the 
bridge from which Ken­ 


nedy’s car plunged, and he 
later charged the senator 
with failing to report the 
accident. 
Arena said he first 
learned that the missing 
records were a subject of 
concern while taking part 
in a Boston radio talk show 
last spring. He said that 
after that, he made copies 
for himself and sent the 
records back to his succes­ 
sor. Oliver. 
“I have to admit — I’m 
somewhat red-faced — 
that I had some of the 
originals,” he said. “ I 
didn’t realize there were 
no copies in the files. But 
since then I’ve sent them 
all back. You could come 
in here with a search 
warrant and you wouldn't 
find anything.” 
Oliver was suspended as 
police chief for accepting 
money from Universal 
Studios, m a k e r s of 
“Jaws," and other alleged 
improprieties. He has 
since resigned but supports 
Arena’s claim to having 
returned the Chappaquid­ 
dick material. 
“ He sent the records 
back last April and they 
were there in the files 
when I left the department 
in June,” Oliver said. 
As to what happened to 
the documents since then 
or why the present depart­ 
ment officials can’t find 
them, he said, “ 1 have no 
idea. That’s their prob­ 
lem.”

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Dayan losing ground 
in Israeli politics

T EL AVIV, Israel (AP) 
^ Moshe Dayan, the 
(ormer defense minister 
and war hero, is out in the 
cold in Israeli politics, ac- 
j^ording to political ex­ 
perts here. 
Fifteen months after 
leaving the Cabii^t, Dayan 
appears isolated and 
threatened with expulsion 
or sanctions from the 
Labor party at the nadir of 
his political career. 


“ Dayan has not given up 
the idea of someday Uking 
over the p arty” and 
becoming prime minister, 
a knowledgeable Labor 
party member said. “ But I 
would say that is farther 
from reality now than 
ever.” 
Dayan’s fall from grace 
within the party w as 
caused by his opposition to 
the Egyptian-Israeli ac­ 
cord worked out by Sec- 
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retary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
The former general 
argued that nothing less 
than an Egyptian commit­ 
ment to nonbelligerency 
was worth an Israeli troop 
pullback in the Sinai 
Desert. 
Always a m averick 
leading his own pack, this 
time Dayan found that his 
pack of party followers had 
vanished. 
At a meeting of nearly 
400 Laborites, only four 
voted against the accord. 
When the Kissinger pact 
came before the Knesset, 
Israel’s parliament, only 
two Laborites joined Da­ 
yan in voting against it. 
This defied a party ruling 
obliging all Labor deputies 
to support the agreement. 
Under party rules, 
Dayan could be thrown out. 
But sources said it was 
more likely that lesser 
sanctions would be taken, 
such as removing him 
from parliament commit­ 
tees. 
Dayan, meanwhile, left 
for* a lecture tour of the 
United States and his only 
public comment on the is­ 
sue was that ‘T would be 
very sorry if I were dismis- 
.sed from the party.” 
“ Dayan has antagonized 
a lot of people,” said a 
Labor party official. 
“ When he made his speech 
against the agreement at 
the party meeting, there 
were some who said it was 
his swan song.” 
Still, it was the former 
defense minister who first 
proposed the idea of partial 
settlements with Egypt 
five years ago. when he 
was at the peak of his in­ 
fluence. But he says he 
later changed his mind. 
Dayan, whose black 
eyepatch 
once 
was 
regarded by Israelis as a 
sym bol 
of 
n atio n al 
strength and courage, now 
is scorned by many former 
admirers who blame him 
for losses early in the 1973 
Yom Kippur war. 
It was Israel’s failure to 
prepare for war that final­ 
ly toppled the Golda Meir 
government — and Dayan 
— from power. 
Dayan now spends much 
of his time on speaking 
tours abroad and seldom 
appears in public here. 
Earlier this year he was 
prevented from giving one 
lecture to university stu­ 
dents when angry parents 
of war dead broke into the 
lecture hall.

D ES M O IN ES, Iowa 
(AP) — Drivers who flaunt 
Iowa traffic laws watch for 
those 400 Iowa Highway 
Patrol cars. Then there’s 
that 1975 blue Continental 
with Iowa license No. 1. 
“ We’ve stopped several 
people — mostly because 
they've done something 
reckless,” said Gov. 
Robert D. Ray. who often 
assists at accident scenes 
and helps stalled motor­ 
ists while being chauf- 
feured around Iowa. 
“ The governor is very 
alert to these things,” said 
Patrol Sgt. Earl Usher, 
who has driven Ray since 
1970. “ Many times he is in­ 
volved in paperwork. But 
he is very conscious of 
what goes on outside of the 
car.” 
Usher, 39, said he often 
stops motorists who have 
run stop signs or red lights, 
who have driven recklessly 
or disregarded safety 
rules. 


$1,400 found 
in coffee can 


LOVELOCK. Nev. (AP) 
— The Lee Olsons found 
treasure in a coffee can. 
They discovered a rusty 
coffee can half filled with 
$1,400 worth of $25 gaming 
chips from Harolds Club in 
Reno. 
The 
Olsons 
w ere 
searching for old bottles 
near a dry lake when they 
came upon the frame of an 
ancient auto. Inside the car 
relic they found the rusty 
can and chips. 
The game tokens were 
counted and verified by the 
club’s assistant controller, 
Mike Mills. Some of the 
chips were partially 
burned and are about 15 
years old 


“ We have no red light," 
he said. “ We just pull up 
beside them. The uniform 
is very identifying.” 
But Usher said he 
doesn’t attempt to stop 
cars that are speeding ex­ 
cessively. He radios a 
description ahead to 
another trooper. 
“ When the governor is in 
the car. it’s our respon­ 
sibility to drive the auto as 
safely as possible,” Usher 
said. 
He said the governor’s 
car usually stops two or 
three cars violating traffic 
laws a week and will often 
stop to assist motorists two 
or three times a day. 
“ We’ve stopped and 
helped numerous people 
with flat tires or called for 
wrecker service,” Usher 
said. 
Then there’s the story 


Ray likes to tell about the 
stalled car he and Usher 
happened on one night last 
winter. 
“ There were these two 
teenagers and they were 
out of gas,” Ray said. “ We 
gave them a ride to a ser­ 
vice station, but it was late 
and we couldn’t find one 
open. They were nervous, 
and Earl and I both got sus­ 
picious.” 
The governor said Usher 
checked the car by radio 
and found it was stolen. 
The teenagers were 
runaways from Kansas. 
When the governor’s car 
approaches an accident, 
the standard procedure is 
to stop and assist. CM ten it 
is the first on the scene. 
“ When we come across 
injury accidents, Governor 
Ray is very quick to as­ 
sist,” Usher said. 


He recalled one accident 
they happened on while 
returning from the Des 
Moines airport. 
“ He got out of the car 
before I hardly got it stop­ 
ped.” Usher said. 
Ray began administering 
first aid to one victim, 
while Usher called for help 
on the radio and started 
helping another, the 
sergeant said. 
“ In an accident situation 
you don’t have time to see 
what everyone else is doing 
— you just jump in.” Usher 
said. "And the governor is 
quick to jump in."

“ Essential services for 
the population and the 
country's economy must 
not be paralyzed ... There 
were abuses in the right to 
strike. The law must 
guarantee the use of any 
right, but also avoid any 
abuse,” the president said. 


Turning to absenteeism 
in private industry and 
public administration, he 
said. “ Absenteeism is an 
Italian plague ... which 
means overburdening 
those working, disorders, 
insufficient utilization of 
plants, unproduced wealth, 
damages to industry .” 
For this purpose, he 
called for reconsideration 
of the current law barring 
checks on workers staying 
home for alleged sickness. 
“ The present system 
does not work.” Leone 
said. 
Industrialists also came 
under attack. 
“ The economic crisis 
has been worsened by the 
attitude of renunciation by 
a part of the industrialists 
who have lost the taste of 
risk, who do not invest and 
who are tempted to take 
their capital and efforts

Under the headline ‘ANOTHER BEA UTY SPOT FOR 
POMONA ", The Pomona Daily Review announced on 
June 8. 1904: "A t last the Salt Lake Station is to be made a 
thing of beauty and a joy forever " —And there we have 
historic evidence that our earlier day Pomonans were 
definitely aware that city beautification is one of the 
things that makes a community great. 
But it was also an historic announcement which 
prompts some of us Johnnie Come Latelies to ask a bit 
perplexedly: "How long is forever, and whatever becam e 
of the Salt Lake Station." 
Well, as the poet once said: "B eauty is not immortal In 
a day blossom and June and rapture pass away,'* —and 
also, apparently. Salt Lake Stations. But even though, like 
snow upon the desert's dusty waste that Pomona Beauty 
Spot lasted only its little hour or two and then was gone, 
let s turn back the pages of time and relive that eventful 
day when the Pomona Daily Review announced that 
ground breaking for the Beauty Spot had already com­ 
menced. 
"T h ere are to be three small parks, one to the west of 
the station building and two to the south," the story read. 
"A date palm is to be planted in the center of the west 
park, and at the eastern end of the same park climbing 
roses will be planted, which in tim e will reach the eaves 
and cover the end of the building The two parks at the 
south side, between which a driveway will be made, are 
being planted to umbrella and camphor trees and. of 
course, grass There will be a coping and railing around 
the two south parks and walks around the west park The 
Salt Lake is certainly doing a good turn for Pomona in 
making so attractive a spot for the enjoyment of our 
citizens."

The CCCC is a non-profit historical museum dedicated 
to preservation of relics of the pioneer days in the West 
End, The center is supported by membership dues, a 
modest admission fee and fund-raising events such as (tie 
ice cream social. 
The museum came into being 10 years ago when St 
Mark's Episcopal Church at Euclid Avenue and F Street 
donated its old, steepled, brown-shingled building to the 
historical group The City of Upland leased five acres of 
land in north Upland to the organization for $1 a year. 
Public subscription raised $10,000 to move the church to 
its new site. The venerable building was cut into three 
sections, moved to its new home among the orange 
groves, and put back together again. 
The center has. from the first, enjoyed the whole­ 
hearted support of the community. The public donated 
money, construction firms contributed building materials 
and tradesmen devoted volunteer after-hours labor on 
lighting, plumbing, landscaping, paving the parking lot, 
painting and other projects. 
When the museum was completed truckloads of con­ 
tributions rolled in — fine antiques, Victorian-era 
clothing. Civil War uniforms, weapons and banners, 
lamps paintings, spinning wheels, chums, maps, coin 
collections, pioneer tools. Indian artifacts and hundreds 
ot other valuable historical items. 
Recent contributions to the center include a 1910 dual- 
maniiold organ donated by Dr L. C. Spencer of Upland 
and a fine collection of eye glasses The Indian display has 
been enlarged, and the collection of 655 citrus crate labels 
has been mounted in scrapbooks Of special interest to 
children are the 50 dolls from foreign countries presented 
to the center by Mrs. Howard Clark 
CCCC is a fascinating place to scores of chattering 
school children who visit it regularly, and a valuable 
resource to students of Early Americana from nearby 
colleges 
The museum puts on a variety of programs throughout 
the year — a talk by a historian, films, breakfasts for ser­ 
vice clubs, box lunches for church groups, Christmas par­ 
ties. exhibits by the Chaffey Art Association Programs 
have been given there by members of the West End Opera 
Association, a chamber group from the West End 
Symphony Orchestra, and actors from the Garrick 
I’layers, now defunct West End community theater. 
1 uture plans for the CCCC are expansion and continued 
growth The Ontario-Upland Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce is helping with a new “sculpture garden,“ to be 
made up of pioneer agricultural equipment — tractors, 
plows, welding equipment, smith's tools, orchard heaters 
and lumber wagons. The museum hopes to put up a new 
building to house its permanent displays, freeing the pre­ 
sent hall (or traveling exhibits, art shows, concerts and 
other activities 
The historical museum isopen from 1 to 4 p m Monday, 
Wednesday and Saturday, with occasional programs on 
Sunday. It is manned by volunteer docents and a staff 
headed by Mrs. Beatrice Riggs, president of the center.

This is not the usual sort 
of book by or about movie 
stars that has been proli­ 
ferating lately, while most 
of the latter tend to be gos­ 
sipy and anecdotal. Cot­ 
trell has written a serious 
and scholarly study of the 
performer, director, and 
manager universally ac­ 
claimed as the greatest ac­ 
tor of the 20th Century. 
A full-dress biography of 
O liv ie r 
is 
th u s 
as 
legitimate as one of Bur­ 
bage or Garrick and is of 
considerable value to stu­ 
dents of literature and of 
theatre and film history as 
well as of interest to movie 
fans. 
Olivier began acting at 
the age of 10. when he 
played Brutus in “Julius 
C aesa r,” Ellen Terry 
caught the performance 
and wrote in her diary, 
"The small boy who played 
Brutus is already a great 
actor.” 
At 14. he played Kath­ 
erine in "The Taming of 
the Shrew ,” and Sybil 
Thorndike called him "The 


best Katherine I ever saw 
Today, at 68, he is the 
world's most honored ac­ 
tor: winner of the Acade­ 
my Award, numerous Em­ 
m ie s, and c o u n tle ss 
awards for stage acting, a 
knight of the British Em­ 
pire, and Lord Olivier, 
peer of the realm. 
Yet his career has had 
its ups and downs and is by 
no means a string of un­ 
broken successes. 
He relinquished the lead 
in “ Jo u rn e y ’s E n d ,” 
destined to be a brilliant 
hit, in order to star in a 
stage version of "Beau 
Geste" that flopped 
He played in a series of 
forgotten movies in the 
e a rly 1930s and w as 
re je c te d as G a rb o ’s 
leading man in "Queen 
Christina.” 
After becoming a super- 
s t a r in “ W u th e rin g 
Heights," he produced and 
starred in a disastrous 
"Romeo and Juliet” in 
1940 
He was a matinee idol 
for only three years (1939- 
41 > and then entered the 
British Fleet Air Arm dur­ 
ing the war. Several of his 
later films were boxoffice 
failures, and he sometimes 
showed poor judgment in 
his choice of plays to 
produce and ro les to

Occasionally, a novel ap­ 
pears among the many hit­ 
ting the book shelves each 
year that is tar above the 
rest of the literary field. 
Such a book is Shogun." 
The thought of reading a 
novel set in 17th century 
Japan probably doesn t 
tantalise many readers 
these days and a price tag 
ot $12 50 doesn’t enliance 
Hie motivation for getting 
a copy of ' Shogun ' But 
look past those surface ob 
st.icles and you II find a 
labor of love. Yes, alter 
reading "Shogun,” it s 
easy to conclude there's a 
lot of labor and a lot of love 
in this work 
James Clavell is a writer 
who can best tie pictured as 
a master story teller, the 
kind everyone at some 
point in his life found 
hlliiscli spclllsiund before 
as yarns were swapped in 
front ot an o j h *i i lire far 
into the night 
Thert are as many ma­ 
im characters in "Shogun’ 
.is there are in a soap 
o p era, but C l a v e U s 


characters are unique, 
from the unnamed thou­ 
sands of Samurai to the 
dozen or so m ain in­ 
dividuals. 
Briefly, "Shogun 
is the 
story of a struggle among 
Japan s Council of Regents 
in the aftermath ot the 
death of the country’s 
traditional singular adult 
ruler 
The regents, or 
daimvos. can be compared 
to war lords It is the in­ 
terplay of the characters 
from the da i my os on down 
that Clavell has woven into 
a story so alive with per­ 
sonality ami color that the 
reader is easily swept into 
the plot and its time in 
history. 


T he a u t h o r was a 
prisoner of the Japanese 
during World War II and 
his intimate knowledge of 
the history and thinking 
piocess ot the Japanese is 
evident in his book It s a 
delicate and respectful 
view of Hie ancestry ot his 
captors 
If is experience 
ami his talent combine for 
a novel that should tie read 
and enjoyed for years to 
come It is a timeless ami 
inti igumg slots 


portray. 
Yet Olvier has been ab­ 
solutely dedicated to the 
theatre; and his willing­ 
ness to take risks and 
sacrifices, to experiment 
in new directions, has 
enabled him to continually 
expand his range, out­ 
pacing his m ost cele­ 
brated colleagues. 
In the mid-1930s, es­ 
tablished on stage as a 
light rom antic lead in 
modem comedies, he sur­ 
prised everyone by turning 
to Shakespeare. 
After his first popular 
m o v i e . 
“ F i r e 
o ver 
England”, he went to work 
for 14 months at the Old 
Vic for a mc-e $20 a week 
but did brilliant work in 
* Hamlet, "Henry V,” and 
"Twelfth Night.” After 
completing "Henry V" as 
a film, he returned to the 
Old Vic. He gave up 
millions erf dollars in Holly­ 
wood contracts to do stage 
work in Britain, where he 
eventually became first 
director of the National 
Theater. 
Despite his theatrical 
eminence. Olivier is no 
snob; he has done vaude­ 
ville routines, Polaroid 
commercials, and acted in 
melodrama and light com­ 
edy as well as in Shakes­ 
peare. But he has insisted 
on artistic growth, has 
been able to change with 
the times, and has alterna­ 
ted the classics with such 
avant-garde plays as "Rhi­ 
noceros” and “ E nter­ 
tainer.” 
C o ttre ll’s 
biography 
gives all the details. In ad­ 
dition to Olivier's career, 
we have the story of his 
marriages to Jill Esmond. 
Vivien Leigh, and Joan 
Plowright; his successful 
fight with cancer; his 
friendship and association 
with such players as Noel 
Coward, Ralph Richard­ 
son. Ronald Colman. Alec 
Guinness, Michael Red­ 
grave. and Dame Sybil 
Thorndike. There are chap­ 
ters on Olivier's acting 
techniques (he loathed the 
abstract theorizing of 
Method acting) and on his 
off-stave personality. 
Cottrell writes well, and 
his book is hard to put 
down, hut it does not alto 
gether succeed in pre­ 
senting O liv ier’s per­ 
sonality. Cottrell relies too 
heavily upon O livier's 
associates and not enough 
on Olivier him self; it 
would help to have more 
quotations, letters, inter­ 
views with Olivier to give 
more of the man 
Again. Cottrell spends 
too much time quoting re­ 
viewers and not enough 
analyzing productions and 
performances 
When he 
does, the book is at its best. 
Despite its limitations, it is 
eminently readable 


Sons seek review 
of Rosenberg trial 


Heyerdahl 
tells how 
It started

Thor Heyerdahl, the 
famous author of “ Kon- 
Tiki,” “AkuAku” and “The 
Ra Expeditions," began 
his dramatic hfework in 
1936 when, with his wife 
Liv, he spent a year on the 
island of Fatu-Hiva in the 
Marquesas Islands. 
They wanted to escape 
civilization, to live off the 
land in accordance with 
nature It wasn't as easy as 
it sounded, even in the days 
before World War II. 
Heyerdahl was 22, his 
wife 20. when they left 
Norway. 
Destination: 
Nature They moved into 
the jungle, built a home of 
woven 
b a m b o o 
and 
gathered seven different 
kinds of bananas, among 
o t h e r 
f r u i t s 
and 
vegetables, to eat. 
But all was not idyllic 
e x i s t e n c e . 
C on f l i c t 
betw een Catholic and 
Protestant believers on the 
island generated hostility 
toward the intruders. The 
Heyerdals moved inland, 
to the high interior of their 
island, for a time They ex­ 
plored the rugged island 
coastline in canoes, study­ 
ing biological specimens as 
they went. 
And they discovered an­ 
cient carvings, tikis, left 
by ancestors of Marquesas 
settlers 
That discovery 
and later reading led 
Heyerdahl to make tus raft 
voyage and to write later 
of the Kon-Tiki expedition 
and of the connection 
between South America 
and Island dwellers of the 
South Pacific. 
Heyerdahl writes with a 
sure sense of the good 
story, adding detail upon 
detail to make readers feel 
they. too. are original hip­ 
pies. living with nature in a 
remote jungle 
But the 
reader must conclude, with 
the book s author, that you 
can't buy a ticket to 
paradise.

On June 19, 1953, at New 
York’s Sing Sing Prison 
convicted at om spies 
Julius and Ethel Rosen­ 
berg were executed. 
They were convicted of 
masterminding a World 
War II plot to steal atomic- 
bomb secrets and deliver 
them to the Soviet Union. 
The FBI called it "the 
crime of the Century,” and 
the general climate of the 
time was one of a little less 
than hysteria 
It was at the height of the 
Cotd War (March 1951), the 
Russians had exploded 
their first atomic device in 
1949, and less than a year 
before, the Korean War 
had begun 
The national 
mood was ugly, and Judge 
Irving Kaufman, who 
p r e s i d e d 
at 
t he 
Rosenbergs’ trial gave 
voice to that mood when he 
pronounced the death 
sentence: “I consider your 
crime,” he said, "worse 
than murder.” 
Before the Rosenbergs 
were executed their con­ 
viction became perhaps 
the most appealed case in 
U.S. criminal history. 
Their appeals reached the 
U.S. S u p r e m e Court 
several times, and both 
times President Dwight D 
Eisenhower refused ex­ 
ecutive clemency. To the 
very end the Rosenbergs 
insisted on their innocence. 
The Rosenbergs 
sons. 
Michael and Robert, are 
now men of 32 and 28 They 
have written this book, a 
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kind of social document, in 
which they included the 
final l et t er s of their 
parents and argue for their 
innocence. They state their 
case dearly and vigorous­ 
ly. “ We w a nt e v e r y 
American to know,” insists 
Michael, “that our parents 
were murdered.” 
The entire case is a 
nightmare of complex 
events ranging from 1930- 
1954; trials, appeals, the 
execution, and the court 
battles over guardianship 
of the two boys. The book 
deals primarily with the 
correspondence of the 
Rosenbergs, much of it un­ 
published and the lives of 
the two boys who were sub­ 
sequently adopted by Anne 
and Abel Meeropol. It also 
deals with arguments and 
evidence of the Rosen­ 
bergs’ innocence in an all- 
out attempt to reopen the 
case. The sons’ attorneys 
are now working with the 
Constitutional Litigation 
Clinic at Rutgers Law 
School to start proceed­ 
ings to exonerate the Ro­ 
senbergs. 
This is not an easy book 
to read The entire subject 
is a grim one. and reliving 
the agony of the trial and 
its said conclusion seems 
like an exercise in futility. 
Without entering upon the 
complexity of the case we 
can sympathize with the 
efforts of the Rosenbergs’ 
sons. 
Those who are interested 
in political justice rnay 
find this book dramatic, 
persuasive, and provoca­ 
tive. and perhaps still a bit 
inconclusive regarding the 
resolution of the vital mat­ 
ters under consideration. 
The bizarre events which 
surrounded the Rosen­ 
bergs’ trial when mi r­ 
rored against recent 
American history are im­ 
portant enough to merit 
serious reconsideration 
and this perhaps is what 
may make this book a 
valuable document. 
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Is this the myth 
of a superman?

Anyone who denies that 
chess is a fighting sport is 
crazy — although ortce in a 
lifetime a super grand­ 
master will appear on the 
scene and tem porarily 
relegate the element of 
contest to oblivion. Heral­ 
ded by a deifying public 
opinion, his m ere p re­ 
sence will paralyze and 
demoralize his opponents. 
The great Cuban world 
champion Jose Capablan- 
ca played exactly that role 
in his period of ascen­ 
dancy. But then he came a 
cro p p er. 
He o v erco n ­ 
fidently entered into a 
match with the Russian 
em igre Alexander Ale­ 
khine, and encountered an 
unexpected spiritual prin­ 
ciple. 
Alekhine refused to be 
awed. Though he unflin­ 
chingly understood that 
Capablanca was the great­ 
est natural player of all 
time with an infallible 
chess intuition, he never 
forgot that he was human 
Alekhine relentlessly and 
objectively studied Capa- 
blanca's games, and fer­ 
re te d o u t h is s h o r t ­ 
com ings. He then fo r­ 
m ulated an appropriate 
strategy, applied it m the 
match, and convincingly 
won 
The story of Capablan- 
ca's defeat is masterfully 
told in Kotov’s ’’Alexander 
Alekhine," available in 
paperback from R H M 
Publishers. 
Heie is Alekhine s own 
analysis of his opponent: 
“ A chess machine? The 
cham pion of all tim e? 
What absurd assertions 
about a player, in the over- 


w helm ing m a jo rity of 
whose games, there is, if 
not a direct mistake, the 
two or three slips which 
either put the win in doubt, 
or even let it slip alto­ 
gether. In some cases the 
correct reply by the oppo­ 
nent would even leave his 
(Capablanca si 
position 
severely compromised." 
The match was played in 
Argentina in 1927 and won 
by a 6 to 3 score, with 25 
draws. The legend of Capa­ 
blanca s invincibility has 
been shattered. He now en­ 
countered a new problem, 
according to Kotov. “ His 
opponents, who had for­ 
merly been overawed by 
the champion’s reputation, 
began to play more boldly 
against him. and he found 
wins much harder to come 
by." 
Is there a lesson to be 
learned from this gleaning 
of Chess history? Ask Bob­ 
by Fischer, for his poten­ 
tial opponent, Anatoly Kar­ 
pov. speaks like a young 
man who »has the Capa­ 
b l a n c a - A l e k h i n e e x ­ 
perience front stage in his 
thinking. 
But so did all the Soviet 
players including Boris 
Spassky, before Reykjavik 
in 1972. (Remember who 
won that sporting event!)
